Thirty-one school board members will 
be elected tomorrow by voters in College 
of DuPage Dist. 502 and in the two high 
school and eight elementary school dis­ 
tricts in north DuPage. 
At the same time, 13 board members, 
three of them currently board presidents, 
will leave office, having decided not to run 
for reelection or having vacated unexpired 
terms. 
Of the ll school districts involved, races 
have shaped up in the college district, 
Fenton High School Dist. IOO, Bensenville 
Elementary School Dist. 2, Churchville 
Elementary School Dist. 3, Itasca Ele­ 
mentary School Dist. IO and Bloomingdale 
Elementary School Dist. 13. 
At Lake Park Dist. 108 five candidates 
are running for five positions, and all will 
be elected. Equal numbers of candidates 
and openings also exist in Wood Dale Ele­ 
mentary School Dist. 7 and Roselle Ele­ 
mentary School Dist. 12. 
IN MEDIX AH Elementary School Dist. 
ll, only one candidate is running, with 
positions open, and in Keeneyville Ele­ 
mentary School Dist. 20 voters will caucus 
for candidates tomorrow just prior to 
opening the polls. 
Outgoing board members who are not 
seeking election include board president 
Ellsworth Sachse and John Duerkop in 
Dist. IOO, Joseph Petrie in Dist. 108, Rob­ 
ert Townsend and George Nielsen in Dist. 
2, Mrs. Patricia Gename and Emmett Kil- 
gariff in Dist. 3, Mrs. Mary Hodgin in 
Dist. IO, Board Pres. Richard Daugherty 
and James Calhoun in Dist. ll, Richard

FOLLOWING ARE interviews with high 
school board candidates in north DuPage 
County, with the exception of three candi­ 
dates, each running simultaneously in two 
districts, who are interviewed in an ac­ 
companying story. 
Six candidates are running for three po­ 
sitions on the Fenton Dist. IOO board. 
The only incumbent runnin'g is Oscar 
Sahagun, 819 S. Addison. Other candidates 
are Jesse Parrish, 400 Ridgewood; Law­ 
rence Kaspari, 111 Deerpath; Will David­ 
son, 370 Pine Grove; Martin Romme, 113 
N. Garden; and Mrs. James Elg, 145 
Woodland, all of Bensenville. 
SAHAGUN HAS SERVED on the board 
for four years and is seeking a full three 
year term. He has one son who is a Fen­ 
ton graduate. 
Sahagun, who works for Continental Can 
Co., is presently out of town on business. 
Although he was unavailable for com­ 
ment, he has said in the past that he is on 
the board to “support quality education so 
far as the district can afford it.” 
PARRISH SAID HE feels the board 
needs “new faces with new ideas.” He 
works for IBM and has two daughters, one 
a junior in high school. 
“Some of the things going on in the 
board are too cut and dried,” he said. 
“Right now, the financial state of the 
board needs revamping. Some things that 
aren’t being done should be,” Parrish 
added. 
He said he would like to see more voca­ 
tional 
training 
incorporated 
into 
the 
school. “We’re paying a lot of attention to 
the kids that are going on to college. It is 
those who aren’t that are the forgotten 
people as far as their futures go.” 
LAWERENCE KASPARI is an elec­ 
trician employed by W. W. Giesen. He is 
the father of five children. 
Kaspari was unavailable for comment, 
but said in a past interview, “My years of 
experience in the construction field and as 
a superintendent on new construction will 
enable me to offer practical and sound 
opinions regarding costs, maintenance, 
and future plans for expansion.” 
Four incumbents and one newcomer are 
running for five open positions on tile 


Lake Park Dist. 108 high school board. 
Incumbent candidates are Nicholas Es- 
ser, 7N371 Roselle Road, Roselle; William 
Carson, 134 E. Bryn Mawr, Roselle; 
Charles Hodgin, 455 S. Lombard, Itasca; 
and Mrs. Ann Borre, 343 Baker Drive, 
Itasca. Newcomer is Robert Shipman, 207 
Town Acres Lane, Roselle. 
ESSER HAS SERVED on the board 
since July, 1965, when he was appointed. 
He has been secretary to the board and 
cui rently serves as president. He works 
for Chemetron Corp , where his title is 
general corporation counsel. 
Esser is running for a one-year vacan­ 
cy. He is presently out of town on business 
and was unavailable for comment. 
CARSON WAS APPOINTED 
to 
the 
boaid last fall and is running for a full 
three-year term. He has two daughters in 
the high school. 
“I feel Lake Park is facing a red finan­ 
cial dilemma during the coming year.; and 
perhaps my background in finance may 
be of benefit to the board,” said Carson. 
A 
manager 
of 
receipts 
and 
dis 
basem ents for United Airlines, Carson 
said he feels “we must develop a financial 
program that will be acceptable to the 
people of the district. 
“We have a very able administration," 
Carson concluded. “They have developed 
some unique innovations which result in 
more efficient organization, but we must 
give them the facilities and financial sup­ 
port.” 
HODGIN SAYS HE became interested 
in the board partly because his wife has 
been on the Dist. 2 board for six years. 
Hodgin was appointed to the board in No­ 
vember and is running for a two-year va­ 
cancy. 
He said the most critical problem facing 
the board is space. Hewsaid he doesn't un­ 
derstand why taxpayers voted down two 
different school sites because “the land 
would have been like money in the bank." 
The land will eventually need to be pur­ 
chased, he said, and it is getting more 
expensive every year.

Hodgin who works for Service Master, 
has three children. He sees some difficult 
years ahead, “but we have made headway 
without educational methods and can now 
pay the really good members of the staff 
what they deserve.” 


MRS. BORRE IS running for a one-year 
vacancy. The mother of two sons, one in 
second grade and one pre-schooler, she is 
running for the board, “because I feel 
people should be interested in the high 
school before their children get there.” 


Mrs. Borre complimented the present 
administrative staff and said that the 
school must work at keeping its good 
teachers right at the beginning. 
“I’m sorry that more people don’t un­ 
derstand how the school is run,” said Mrs. 
Borre, “but it seems that the public just 
isn’t interested enough to come and find 
out.” 


RICHARD SHIPMAN is a pilot for 
United Airlines. He said he is running for 
the board because, “I have been a critic 


of some of the board’s decisions in the 
past. I would like to take a more active 
part. The board needs new blood.” 


Shipman said he is concerned about fu­ 
ture overcrowding of the school. He men­ 
tioned the possibility of operating schools 
year-around as a temporary solution. 


Consolidation of school districts is some­ 
thing to look at with an open mind, Ship­ 
man said. “There seems to be a lot of 
duplication 
that 
needs 
streamlining.” 
Shipman has three children. 


For Dist. 7 
3 Candidates Seek Dist. IOO, Dist. 2 Boards 


Wood Dale Dist. 7 school board has two 
candidates running in Saturday’s election 
for two open positions. 
Incumbents Mrs. Patricia Stejskal, 107 
S. Monteclair, and Albert Maki, 766 Pine, 
both are punning for full three-year terms. 
Mrs. Stejskal was appointed to the 
board in October. She said, “Most people 
don’t understand the obligation behind the 
tax dollar. Too many residents think of 
the board as little more than a tax levying 
group.” 
The mother of four children, Mrs. Stejs­ 
kal said she is running for the board be­ 
cause she is interested in helping her chil­ 
dren “get a good, sound education.” 
Mrs. Stejskal said she feels the board 
should become closer to the people of 
Wood Dale. 
“We need participation,” she said. “We 
need more people to sit in on board meet­ 
ings.” 
MAKI, AN INDUSTRIAL salesman, was 
appointed to the board four and a half 
years ago. He has two children who attend 
school in the district. 
Maki said he feels citizens’ committees 
are a good thing. But, he added, new 
people should be appointed every time a 
problem arises. 
“Sometimes you’ve lived with a problem 
so long that it’s difficult to see the best 
solution. Then you need an outsider com­ 
ing in who can see it more clearly,” Maki 
said. 
Maki commented that he wished more 
people had run for the board. 
“The fact that both of us are in­ 
cumbents may be the reason,” he said. 
“ But there is always a question of why no 
one else is running.” 
Maid said he would like to see the junior 
high round out its program to include ad­ 
ditional subjects that it does not now have. 
“We must find the weaknesses in our 
educational 
programs 
and 
strengthen 
them,” he said. 
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Three candidates have filed petitions 
with both the Fenton Dist. IOO high school 
board and the Bensenville Dist. 2 ele­ 
mentary school board. Candidates are 
Martin Romme, 113 N. 
Garden; 
Mrs. 
James Elg, 145 Woodland; and Will David­ 
son, 370 Pine Grove, all of Bensenville. 
Romme is running for his fourth term 
on the Dist. 2 board and his first on the 


Dist. IOO board. He has six children, all 
attending school in the districts. 
“The school board must assume a posi­ 
tion of leadership and not be wishy-washy 
if they want to accomplish anything,” he 
said. 
Romme said he would like to bring the 
idea home to the voters that they are sup­ 
porting two districts, each of which has 


separate and heavy financial needs. 
“IT WILL BE time-consuming if I won 
both elections,” he said, “but I feel so 
greatly the need to do something. If each 
and every person were to raise a hand to 
help, we could solve our problems. I’m 
only trying to fulfill my commitment to 
the community.” 
Romme also said he feels there should 


be more dual members on the two boards 
in order to achieve “a better tie between 
the two.” 
“Too much time and energy is wasted 
by having the administration repeat itself 
every 
month 
for 
the 
two 
different 
boards,” Romme said. 
Another candidate who is running for 
both boards is Davidson, an incumbent for 
8 Hopefuls Are Running for Dist. 2 


Bensenville Elementary School Dist. 2 
has eight candidates running for five open 
positions on the school board. 
Candidates are incumbents Ray Basso, 
224 Pamela; Martin Romme, 113 N. Gar­ 
den; and Will Davidson, 370 Pine Grove. 
Newcomers are Donald Pieper, 169 Briar 
Lane; Mrs. Anita McCarthy, 140 N. Gar­ 
den; Richard Whiting, 240 Miner; Mrs. 
James Elg, 145 Woodland; and Roy Tison, 
137 N. Center. All candidates are Ben­ 
senville residents. 
Basso, who manages his own archi­ 
tectural firm, was appointed to the board 
last August. He is running for a full three- 
year term. 
“Our biggest problem is accommodating 
the increasing enrollment. It is just a 
question of studying the problem and solv­ 
ing it,” Basso said. 
Basso added that he feels the present 
board has very good lines of commu­ 
nication with both teachers and adminis­ 
trators. 
“Our first goal should be to propagate 
the fine education that our district has 
now,” he said. 
Pieper said he is concerned that the 
public is not being told bluntly about the 
problems of the district. 
“I don’t feel,” he said, “that the board 
is facing the facts. Perhaps honesty has 
been avoided.” 
Pieper said he is running for the board 
because ‘ I think I would be fair. I have 
no special horn to blow, no special group 
to back. I would give everyone a shot.” 
Pieper is running for a vacancy. 
He added that the best way for the 
board to communicate with the commu­ 
nity is on a one-to-one basis. 


“We must make people aware of the sit­ 
uation. Too many ideas have failed be­ 
cause of a lack of interest among those 
who don’t have children in the district.” 
Pieper works for the Pioneer Screw End 
Co., in Elk Grove Village. He has two chil­ 
dren who attend school in the district. 
MRS. ANITA McCarthy said she is lim­ 
ning for the board because “I am a moth­ 
er. There is a special relationship that 
mothers have with children that gives 
them a good background for the school 
board.” 
Mrs. McCarthy, who has three children, 
added, “Sometimes a mother has more 
time to spare than the businessman.” 
She said that state aid is the one thing 
that can really help the district at this 
time. 
“Our only hope is Springfield,” she said. 
On the matter of citizens committees, 
Mrs. McCarthy said, “They are very nec­ 
essary but the members must be well in­ 
formed. Too many people are only half 
informed which is worse than being not 
informed at all.” 
Mrs. McCarthy is running for a three 
year term. 
RICHARD WHITING named three prob­ 
lems that he feels will face the next school 
board. These problems were money, coop­ 
eration with the parochial schools and 
teacher organizations. 
Whiting says that he is opposed to the 
new trend towards state control of the 
schools. 
“The control of the schools should be 
local,” he said, “and the control of the 
school board should be in the hands of the 
lay people, not the educators. Parents 
should make the decisions.” 


Whiting, who is a manager at Ampex 
Corp., is limning for a full three year 
term on the board. He has two children in 
the grade school district and two in Fen­ 
ton High School. 


ROY TISON teaches social studies at 
Itasca Junior High. “I am a professional 
educator,” he said, “and as such I could 
do a lot to bring the community, teachers 
and school board together.” 


Tison said he feels that school boards 


should have at least one teacher as a 
member in order to get a more balanced 
viewpoint. 
He said the board must look ahead and 
“prepare for expansion.” He added that 
the board must wait to see what the state 
is going to do before it makes any major 
financial decisions. 
Interviews with Mrs. Elg. Romme and 
Davidson appear in an accompanying sto­ 
ry, since they are running simultaneously 
for two school boards.) 


4 Vie for Dist. 3 Posts 


Churchville School Dist. 3, North Elm­ 
hurst, 
will 
have 
four 
non-incumbent 
candidates running Saturday for two open 
positions. 
Candidates are Mrs. Carol Kaplan, 435 
Virginia Lane; Mrs. Roberta Vail, 178 In­ 
diana; and Dean Richards, 461 Diversey, 
all of Elmhurst. The other candidate is 
Jack Richardson. 163 Oak Lane, Ben­ 
senville. 
In an interview with the Elmhurst 
League of Women Voters, Mrs. Kaplan 
named satisfactory completion of the ju­ 
nior high as one of the district’s biggest 
problems. 
She is concerned, she said, with main­ 
taining the same quality of education that 
the district has had in the past while fac­ 
ing the possibility of future overcrowding. 


MRS. KAPLAN said she feels “The in­ 
dustrial park should be reassessed so that 
industry helps pay a greater share of the 
tax dollar.” 


Mrs. Kaplan is a housewife and a for­ 
mer textbook editor. 
MRS. ROBERTA VAIL told the league 
that she is worried about a shortage of 
classrooms until the junior high is com­ 
pleted in 1970 and an addition to Crestview 
School is considered. 
She said, “We must provide our teach­ 
ers with materials and equipment neces­ 
sary to continue to give our children the 
best education possible.” 
Mrs. Vail said the district needs “a 
school board that can work well together 
with the administration and teaching staff 
and all have one goal — a good education 
for our children.” 
Mrs. Vail is a housewife and has been 
active in the Crestview Parent Teachers 
League for two years. 
JACK RICHARDSON, a 
government 
contracts supervisor, told the league that 
future planning is the most important

the Dist. 2 board where he is running for 
a one year unexpired term. He is running 
for a two-year vacancy on the Fenton 
board.

He said he 
feels that cuts should not be made on rev­ 
enue-producing events such as plays and 
athletic events. 


Davidson is the father of two sons. 
Mrs. James Elg is the third candidate 
for both boards.

Mrs. Elg said she would like to see the 
board “do more business on a cash basis, 
instead of going into so many tax anticipa­ 
tion warrants. We should keep a closer 
budget,” she added. 


MRS. ELG SAID she wished the district 
would do more to encourage those who 
have talent to volunteer their time to the 
school. She cited an example last summer 
when the school was without a nurse. She 
said the district probably could have 
found a volunteer to serve for the few 
daily hours of summer school. 
“Too many people have chips on their 
shoulder against the board,” Mrs. Elg 
added. She attributed this to the poor 
communications between the voters and 
the board. 
Mrs. Elg also feels that the 
board 
should involve more citizens, “perhaps 
through an annual open meeting with resi­ 
dents.’’ 
She is running for a full term on the 
Dist. 2 board and a vacancy on the Fenton 
board.

John Swanson, a teacher in Bensenville 
and a resident of Itasca, is a candidate for 
and would make an effective member of 
the Itasca Dist.

board. He would bring with him vast ex­ 
perience in dealing with children and cur­ 
riculum at the grade school level, and 
would give the board an insight into a 
little understood profession — teaching. 
Roy Tison, a teacher in Itasca and a 
resident of Bensenville, seeks a seat on 
the Bensenville Dist. 2 elementary school 
board. While his youth and comparative 
lack of experience could handicap his vote 
totals this time around, we recommend 
that he be given a chance either now or in 
the future to represent teachers at the 
board level. 
Added to the roster of educators seeking 
election are two incumbents of the board 
of College of DuPage who have been en­ 
dorsed by the Caucus of College of Du­ 
Page. They are Wesley A. Johnson, school 
superintendent for many years in Bensen­ 
ville, and Dr. Robert Crane, a professor of 
education at the Chicago Circle Campus of 
the University of Illinois. Both have out­ 
standing records as college board in­ 
cumbents. Three candidates seek two jobs 
on the board. 
Voters in Bensenville will have consid­ 
erable difficulty choosing from

eight candidates running for five positions

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board. Other keen contests have arisen in 
Itasca and Bloomingdale. 
BENSENVILLE DIST. 2 
We hope that a long ballot Saturday will 
not deter voters from selecting standout 
candidate Richard Whiting.

Three more outstanding candidates will 
be on the same ballot — Ray Basso, Will 
Davidson and Martin Romme, all in­ 
cumbents.

Unofficially, Democrat Edward Rossi 
yesterday narrowed his margin of loss to 
incumbent Bloomingdale Township Super­ 
visor Pat Savaiano from the original 13 
votes down to about five or six in a dis­ 
covery canvass recount, which lasted IVi 
hours in the township hall. 
The April I vote showed Rossi with 1,830 
votes and Savaiano with 1,843 votes.

The Democrats were represented by 
Rep. William Redmond, D-Bensenville, of 
the 37th District and Rossi.

The Register reporter was the 
only 


member of the press allowed in the coun­ 
ting room. Other reporters who were not 
there at the start, were kept out. 
ROSSI 
UNO FFICIALLY 
gained 
five 
votes in Keeneyville Precinct 4, one vote 
in Glendale Heights Precinct 17, one vote 
in Glendale Heights Precinct 23, one in 
Roselle Precinct 24 and possibly one in 
Carol Stream Precinct 26, according to the 
Register’s figures. The total would be 
nine. 
The difference in the opioion of Sav­ 
aiano, Rossi and Town Att. Jack Wag- 
horne occurred when one vote listed as 
unexceptable should have been counted. 
“ A law suit, if we decide to file one to 
get the courts to recount the ballots, can 
be financed despite the apparent lack of 
Democratic funds,” Rossi said.

Flood Relief Needed 


The legislature will be asked again this 
Spring to do something to relieve flooding 
in several Northwest suburban commu­ 
nities. 
We hope legislators will listen, because 
many suburban homeowners have waited 
long and patiently for aid. 
A major flood threat is posed by the 
Salt Creek, which flows over a 27-mile 
course from northwest Cook County to 
northeast DuPage County. 
Federal assistance in bringing the Salt 
Creek under control is no nearer than 
1971. Meanwhile, a study by the United 
States Department of Agriculture’s Soil 
Conservation Service estimates annual 
floodwater damages along Salt Creek av­ 
erage $685,000. Direct damage to homes 
accounts for $475,000 of this. 
The USDA survey reports the frequency 
of Salt floods, not* their magnitude, puts 
homeowners through thl* financial wring­ 
er. Flood depths vary from minor base­ 
ment puddles to wanter a foot above first 
floor levels. 
But statistics fail to convey the noxious 
character of the floodwater, the heartache 
of cleaning up and disposing of damaged 
property, the financial pinch suffered by 
affected homeowners. 


The need for state assistance in reliev­ 
ing Salt Creek floods has been recognized 
for many years by local representatives. 
Several bills before the legislature are 
sponsored by them. 
State Sen. John A. Graham (Barrington) 
has a bill in committee that would allo­ 
cate $1.5 million for work in Palatine, 
where serious flooding occurs. State Rep. 
William A. 
Redmond (Bensenville) is 
planning to introduce legislation for flood 
control along the lower reaches of Salt 
Creek — from Busse Woods in Elk Grove 
Township to the Chicago & Aurora Elgin 
right-of-way in Elmhurst. 
He will also ask for legislation on the 
connecting 
Addison 
Creek 
from 
Ben­ 
senville to the west line of Cook County. 
This bill would authorize state participa­ 
tion in purchase of land for a retention 
basin in southeast Bensenville. 
Another bill authorizes a $15,000 study 
by a state agency of the Buffalo Grove- 
MacDonald creek watershed area. This 
flooding particularly affects Wheeling and 
Buffalo Grove but also areas of adjacent 
communities in Cook and Lake counties. 
This bill is sponsored by State Rep. Eu­ 
gene F. Schlickman and David Regner. 
The sponsor of at least one of these bills 


believes it is in trouble. Senator Graham 
says his project affecting tile Arlington 
Heights or East Branch of Salt Creek may 
die in committee. 
Graham says the state division of water­ 
ways wants a $500,000 project down­ 
stream, in Rolling Meadows, placed under 
contract before his project is authorized. 
The state has deferred the smaller project 
until the next fiscal year, because neces­ 
sary right-of-way was not acquired in 
time. Graham expects his bill will be 
amended in committee so only the Rolling 
Meadows portion is approved for the com­ 
ing year. 
If this happens, residents of Palatine, 
where major flooding occurs, will have to 
wait still another year for relief. 
We think they have been waiting long 
enough. Bills to relieve flooding of the Ar­ 
lington Heights branch have been before 
the legislature for nearly a decade. 


We believe each of these bills is justified 
and essential and recommend their pas­ 
sage. We especially urge the legislature to 
reapprove the delayed project while pass­ 
ing Graham’s bill intact so a concerted 
effort can be launched this year on the 
main flooding areas.

Washington Window 
Executive Organization Studied

WASHINGTON UPI — Backstairs at the 
White House: President Nixon has estab­ 
lished a special .advisory council on execu­ 
tive organization to undertake a “thorough 
review” of the federal set-up and, of 
course, make recommendations for im­ 
proving matters. 
Without question, the executive branch 
is seriously outmoded and cluttered with 
inefficient overlapping and duplication of 
functions. President after president has 
sought to do something about it while 
carefully avoiding one of the big sources 
of trouble. 
That source is simple: Each new Presi­ 
dent feels compelled to leave his own 
mark on organization of the government. 
Sincerely motivated, these changes every 
four or eight years contribute to the 
hodge-podge without ever submitting the 
federal structure to a thorough overhaul 
which it needs so badly. 


Organization of the White House itself 
changes with each president. Titles, func­ 
tions and areas of authority shift with a 
new chief executive. While this is entirely 
within his legal rights, it does make for a 
period of confusion in government depart­ 
ments and agencies as career personnel 
adjust to ne warrangements. 


For at least 30 years, the title of “secre­ 
tary” at the White House meant a high- 
level, policy official; truly one of the in­ 
siders at the seat of government author­ 
ity. This label began to lose its impor­ 
tance a few years back and comparable 
rank during the Johnson administration 
carried the title of “special assistant ” 


Under Nixon, however, the titular situ­ 
ation has been reversed. An official with 
the simple title of “assistant” outrank* 
the larger number of staff members who 
are called “special assistants ” 
Also, Nixon, as many presidents before 
him, still finds himself saddled with time­ 


consuming ceremonies and legally re­ 
quired duties that seem so inconsistent 
with an age of computers, space flights, 
instantaneous communication and nuclear 
energy. 
The President under law must have 
studied by his staff and the Justice De­ 
partment hundreds of so-called private re­ 
lief bills passed each year by Congress; 
then he must decide whether to approve 
or disapprove. With rare exception, these 
relief bills are of entirely parochial inter­ 
est or ffect. Sometimes they involv enoth- 
ing more than adding or subtracting a few 
acres from a national reservation. 
Certainly, Congress would be doing it­ 
self and the President an enormous favor 
to change this small part of the federal 
system, as well as relieving him and the 
White House staff of the congressional re­ 
quirement that he annually proclaim all 
national holidays, plus a much larger 
number of commemorative days, weeks 
and months.

We are moving rapidly toward a full- 
fledged

society 
where more and better informed of the 
citizenry are becoming involved in the 
election process. Next year thousands of 
new voters will exercise their franchise 
for the first time. 


They’re going to have something to say 
about the world they live in, unlike the 
dogmatic era of Fitzgerald where they 
had to accept “a world we never made.” 


But taxpayers today want to be sure 
that every tax dollar carries the load for 
which it was designed and that these tax 
dollars are levied throughout the state to 
distribute the burden fairly among til in­ 
come groups. This is the Ogilvie basic 
concept. 


THE GOVERNOR KNOWS that taxation 
in Illinois has been “inequitable" as ev­ 
eryone 
in 
government 
at 
Springfield 
knows it. The innovation is that he is bold 
enough to do something to change what 
has been wrong. 


The old tax philosophy of laizzez faire 
has broken down under the impact of new 
and pressing social demands. The old 
moss covered revenue article written in 
the Constitution of 1870 could not foresee 
revenue raising to furnish services in a 
mass society with an urban culture in the 
1970’s. 


That 1870 constitution was framed when 
the state was 80 per cent a rural economy, 
when you finished the curriculum of the 
little red schoolhouse and were considered 
educated. Most never did that. 


The result was that the political bosses 
ruled state government and the welfare of 
their clients, growing transportation, in­ 
dustrial and business interests were their 
chief concern. Democratic society as we 
know it today was only a euphemism. Af­ 
fluence was limited. 


Today all this has changed. In a hun­ 
dred years things have happened. 


AS 1970 APPROACHES in Illinois the 
democratic society has broadened because 
of mass education and a highly developed 
industry and technology has brought a 
production of goods and services with ac­ 
companying affluence for the majority, in­ 
conceivable a hundred years ago. 


In the light of all that has happened 
these last IOO years, state government in 
Illinois must be made adaptable to an ur­ 
ban world of 1970. This is the direction to 
which the Ogilvie program points. The 
mistakes and inequities of yesterday 
must be heft behind. 


New and expanding needs for all citi­ 
zens, particularly education, health and 
welfare along with transportation, needs 
of the cities and the problems of local gov­ 
ernment call for new thinking about how 
state government should function. 


And emphatically, the rising costs to 
provide for these expanded services de­ 
mand a new look in revenue-raising and a 
more equitable distribution of these costs 
amongst the taxpayers. 


All this is new. It is decidedly diffenent. 
But who can say it is not necessary to 
handle today’s state problems with more 
to come?

There is 
the problem of finding someone to care 
for your family, when you are mopping 
mud and filth from your home. Then it is 
over, and there is the soft calm sound of a 
row boat passing your front door, when 
you awake in the morning. 


Last but not least there is the feeling of 
accomplishment, when you have scrubbed, 
cleaned, polished, replaced and rebuilt ev­ 
erything. Only to wait, on the Water 
Watch, for the next rain, to take it all 
away again. 
This has become a way of life for the 
water watchers in the Valley of Wheeling. 
Relief is emminent, if our strength and 
money hold out, But why the delay? Why 
are we the people pushed to the end of the 
line, for service? Why must the relief be 
fought for and not offered? Why must this 
heartache continue rain after rain? 
The sump pump vigil is familiar to us 
also. Unfortunately pumps do not help 
with our problem.

Aid Poll Judges 


After working as a judge in a couple of 
elections I have a- suggestion: at least 
three days before an election, every judge 
should receive a copy of the present, up- 
to-date laws and procedures governing the 
elections together with a carefully pre­ 
pared sheet indicating any special rules 
and divergencies for that particular elec­ 
tion and that particular precinct. They 
should all be required to read these rules 
carefully and be encouraged to contact the 
individual in charge of the election with 
questions before election day. 
I have quickly discovered that “That’s 
the way it’s been done before” is no crite­ 
rion for correctness. It is quite nerve 
wracking, even in a quiet election, to try 
to interpret ambiguous instructions on the 
spot. I personally do not wish to cope with 
this and will refuse to work as a judge in 
the future unless I have full procedural 
information well in advance. No matter 
how often I served, I doubt I’d ever as­ 
sume I was correct in my judgment for 
that particular election and in that pre­ 
cinct, and I wouldn’t feel a bit secure in 
assuming other judges were accurate be­ 
cause of their past experience. 
It is not only the job of legislators to 
make clear, simple as possible, easy to 
implement election laws and the jobs of 
those in charge to have well organized, 
available, well paced and timed proce­ 
dures and materials, but also it is our job 
as individual judges of election to demand 
that we know exactly what is expected in 
sufficient time to expedite the voters’ 
rights smoothly and correctly.

WHEREAS, CMD Construction Company, a corporation, has

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Local Leaders Await Highway Messa

Northwest suburban officials will be 
closely watching the Illinois General As­ 
sembly Tuesday when Gov. Richard B. 
Ogilvie delivers a written message on 
highways. 
According to aides, Ogilvie is to intro­ 
duce a package of administration bills 
cm highways at a time when local officials 
have not quite digested impact of high­ 
way proposals made by the Illinois High­ 
way Study Commission. 


According to a governor’s aide, Ogilvie’s 
“tightly guarded proposals” may or may 
not correspond with recommendations of 
the Highway Study Commission. 
“ IHE GOVERNOR has taken note of 
the 
commission 
proposals,” 
the 
aide 
noted. He added some of Ogilvie’s pro­ 
posed legislation may parallel that of the 
commission or incorporate some of its 
recommendations. 
The Highway Study Commission intro­ 
duced Feb. 18 its 19 related bills on high­ 


way reclassification. Among the bills is 
legislation to hike gas taxes and ve­ 
hicle license fees and impose excise taxes 
on tires, batteries and antifreeze. 
A question that is being asked is wheth­ 
er Ogilvie has the nerve to recommend 
tax increases on highway users while 
shock waves from his proposed income 
tax still reverberate. Or whether the gov­ 
ernor can come up with a solution to im­ 
prove highways without any highway user 
taxes.

“I see no advantage now and some dis­ 
advantages,” a local official said of a 
highway reclassification recommendation 
of the Highway Study Commission. 
Palatine Village Mgr. Berton Braun is 
among northwest suburban officials who 
are balancing increased roadway responsi­ 
bility with increased motor fuel taxes. 
Tuesday, the Illinois General Assembly 
will be asked to pick and choose among 
highway bills intended to improve the 
state’s road system and to levy new taxes 
to do this. 
On April 18, the Northwest Municipal 
Conference (NWMC) is scheduled to con­ 
sider taking a position on the Illinois high­ 
way study commission proposal. 
“THERE ARE A lot more questions 
that have to be answered before we’re sat­ 
isfied,” Braun said. “This has to be trans­ 
lated into specifics for us — specific 
streets turned over and specific reve­ 
nues.” 
Like many other area municipalities, 
Palatine is staggered by thoughts of hav­ 
ing to finance improvements on highways 
proposed to be turned over to municipal 
control. 
Towns which felt they had hardship 
cases under the commission proposal had 
been asked at the March 21 NWMC meet­ 
ing to meet with state and county highway 
officials. 
Rolling Meadows Mayor Roland Meyer 
said there are so many questions on the 
commission’s bills now, his city has not 
got into the subject too deeply. He said 
the city engineer and superintendent of 
public works would make an appointment 
with March as soon as possible. 
Wheeling Village Mgr. C. E. Olsen said 
he was down to March’s office once but to 
study the commission recommendation, 
not negotiate a hardship. 
“WE ARE CONCERNED that we’re giv­ 
en responsibility for roads which are not 
improved to the standard required by to­ 
day’s traffic, let alone traffic of the fu­ 
ture,” Olsen said.

major and arterial roadways. Northwest 
suburban communities would be assigned 
roads that have previously been controlled 
by the state Division of Highways and 
Cook County Highway Department. 
WHILE THE HIGHWAY commission 
recommendations grant municipalities the 
“home rule” they have always advocated, 
the “home rule” in the form of increased 
expenditures has not proven palatable to 
some hard-hit communities. 
Mayors were asked at the March 21 con­ 
ference meeting to study local effect of 


the highway commission plan for a pos­ 
sible conference position. 
Schaumburg Pres. Robert Atelier, con­ 
ference president, said he has written 
Highway Study Commission

Rep. W. Robert Blair, R-Park Forest. 
“In effect, I said that as a conference, 
we do not want to block the bills because 
of their beneficial aspects,” Atcher said of 
his letter. “But we hope the reclassifica­ 
tion program can be altered somewhat on 
roads being given municipalities with 
hardship cases.” 


THE 
HIGHWAY 
Study 
Commission, 
chaired by Rep. W. Robert Blair, R-Park 
Forest, has been working three years on 
its completed reclassification program. 
The commission has been in close contact 
with the Illinois Division of Highways, 
which brings up another question 
whether Ogilvie can radically divert from 
the commission groundwork. 
Mayors and managers in the Northwest 
Municipal Conference have been boning 
up on the Highway Study Commission pro­ 
posal since it was dropped like a bomb on 
them Dec. 18. According to the commis­ 
sion proposal, state, county, township and 
municipal roadways would be reclassified, 
and responsibility for improvements and 
maintenance be reassigned. 
The state Division of Highways would 
retain roads meant for long-distance trav­ 
el; Cook County would be given major 
thoroughfares, and townships and munici­ 
palities would have arterials and local 
roadways. 
SOME LOCAL officials have argued that 
the commission proposal puts the burden 
of maintaining the state’s most heavily 
traveled roads on area communities. Oth­ 
ers argue that local control guarantees 
improvements and maintenance. 
Even doubling the motor fuel tax re­ 
turns would not improve or maintain these 
roads as growth far outpaces tax returns, 


it is argued. 
At a march 21 meeting of the confer­ 
ence, Blair told local mayors a total $26.3 
billion is needed in the next 20 years to 
adequately serve the state's traffic habits. 
One-half, or 59,000 miles, of the state’s 
highways need improving, Blair said. By 
imposing additional taxes, the amount of 
motor fuel taxes returned on a per capita 
basis could be doubled the legislator said. 
MOTOR FUEL taxes how amount to 
$8.31 per person and would jump to $16.04 
per person under the reclassification pro­ 
posal. In addition, municipalities inher­ 
iting roads would receive an extra $2,500 


per mile of road for the next five years. 
Blair said he would not push for passage 
of highway reclassification unless ade­ 
quate revenue measures were adopted to 
finance the plan. One bill would authorize 
non-referendum bonds that could be paid 
off through motor fuel taxes. 
The commission’s revenue proposal is: 
a 2.5 cent increase on the gasoline tax; a 
3.5 cent increase on diesel fuel tax; a $20 
license fee for vehicles of 35 horsepower 
or less; a $30 license fee for vehicles over 
35 horsepower; a tax of IO cents per 
pound on tires; a $1 tax on batteries, and 
a 10-cent per quart tax on anti-freeze.

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A Scrap Indicated On DuPage County Board

If the commitments of the candidate 
and his chief backers to challenge Paul 
Ronske for a loth term as chairman of the 
DuPage County Board stand up, the coun­ 
ty board is in for quite a scrap when the 
reorganization date arrives April 21. 
Tht commitment of Gerald Weeks, Mil­ 
ton Township, to contest the chairman­ 
ship, although intimated several weeks 
ago and confirmed Wednesday, is taken 
advisedly, because it is reported by some 
board members that these contests crop 
up nearly every year and for some reason 
or other vanish into oblivion before a vote 
is taken. 
Not so on April 21, says the contender 
who is chairman of the finance com­ 
mittee. He’s in it all the way and won’t be 
out of it until after the vote is taken. His 
commitment to this race is documented 
by a release he has given the press and 
which explains why he is running and 
what he expects to accomplish. 
THE PRESENT chairman points out 
that under the rules 29 others on the board 
have an equal opportunity to make the 
race. 
“The public has a right to know and it 
is encouraging,” he says, “that members 
on the county lx)ard make this information 
available to the newspapers.” 
The Weeks candidacy is based on a 


“ new broom” philosophy. He says the 
county board has suffered a slow-down 
and is now just spinning its wheels and 
getting nowhere. He blames this on the 
present county chairman whom he claims 
has lost control over the county board and 
consequently his ability to push the sev­ 
eral needed county programs rapidly to 
accomplishment. 
“ WH.AT WE NEED,” says Weeks, “ is a 
new broom that sweeps clean to clear 
away the debris that has accumulated 
over the years of the present chairman­ 
ship and which has clogged the effective 
operations of our county board.” 
He reminds us that there is nothing per­ 
sonal in this contest. He is acting in what 
he thinks is the best interests of the coun­ 
ty and he presumes the present chairman 
takes the same position. 
County board members will have to de­ 
cide which candidate offers the most ef­ 
fective leadership. 
“ DuPage 
County 
has 
accomplished 
more in the last IO years,” is Paul 
Ronske’s answer, “ than was accomplished 
in the previous 150 years.” He says wher­ 
ever you go, to the Pacific Coast, Wash­ 
ington, D.C., or anywhere in the USA, 
they’ve all heard of DuPage County and 
recognize this county as a leader, a trail- 
breaker, in modern county government. 
“ My point is,” says Ronske, “ that this 
didn’t just happen.

Sieging — Orderly Growth 


Fred L. Steging has been around Ben­ 
senville for 44 years. At 55 years of age, 
he knows the town better than most of its 
more than 12.000 residents. 
He can recall the days when Bensenville 
was a German community with a popu­ 
lation of less than 500, when there were no 
jet planes but only farms and a few cars. 
Steging, who is in business for himself 
with a supply firm, is a graduate of a 
sales and business college. He first be­ 
came active in governmental affairs about 
17 years ago when he was appointed to the 
zoning board of appeals. 
He later served two years as a trustee 
on the village board before becoming vil­ 
lage president when Richard Thomas, 
then village president, died four years 
ago. 
Another four years in office is what 
Steging wants from voters on Tuesday. 
“I don’t know what there is about the 
job,” said Steging. ‘‘Sometimes it be­ 
comes so much a part of your life your 
own business suffers,” he said. 


“I GUESS IT’S a desire to see the village 
progress the way you feel it should — not 
that somebody else can't do a good job.” 
Steging said the last six years have seen 
the greatest growth in the history of the 
village 
Several streets including Irving Park 
Road have been improved and widened, 
he said. Another 650 acres of industrial 
and residential lands have been annexed, 
additional sewers have been constructed, 
and an industrial park is about half com 
plete. He added that a new village hall 
and garage have been built. 
Plans are presently under way for a $30 
million apartment complex south of town. 
It is the village’s first real planned devel­ 
opment, he said. 
On Tuesday construction of the first 
road in the Milwaukee Road Industrial 
Park north of town is scheduled to begin, 
Steging said. 
STEGING AND THE Civic Party are 
standing on their record of orderly growth 


and tight control of spending. 
He acknowledges the board may have 
been a little slow in getting the industrial 
parks going but, “We should be choosy in 
getting developers. 
“We’ve been a little slower but we’re 
smaller,” he asserts. 
Besides, he said, the developers are 
paying for all improvements 
including 
streets, sewers, lighting, a new water well 
and sewage treatment plant. 
Building is on the increase, Steging said, 
supplying statistics to prove it. He said 
building permits for 1968 totaled $3,358,733, 
an increase of 74 per cent over 1967. Much 
of the construction took place in the Klefs- 
tad Industrial Park. 
Steging’s term has seen changes in the 
village, some of which were the result of 
outside forces. 


FOUR YEARS AGO jet noise was no 
problem to Bensenville residents. Also, 
there was no threat of Chicago seeking the 
northeast side of town for a retention ba­ 
sin for O’Hare Airport. 
Steging said he has faced the jet noise 
problem by supporting legislation in Con­ 
gress giving the Federal Aviation Admin­ 
istration (FAA) authority to set noise 
standards for new aircraft. He said he is 
also supporting legislation which would re­ 
quire a public hearing when an airport 
wanted to change or add a runway. 
There are two ways to look at the air­ 
port, he said. It has increased property 
values, but has created problems. 
P.egarding the 250-acre retention basin 
and recfeation project Chicago has pro­ 
posed, Steging said: 
“ I don't feel we need it.” He added that 
it would be more of a benefit to Cook 
County rather than DuPage County.
